ORDER: 


In the reference first read above, the Collector and District Magistrate, Tirupathi 
District, has passed detention order against Sri Kondaraju Rathaiah, S/o Late K.Chinna 
Venkataiah, Aged 24 years, Kondarajupalli Village, Prakasam District, Andhra Pradesh 
State, under section 3 (1) & (2) read with Section 2(g) of the Andhra Pradesh 
Prevention of Dangerous Activities of Bootleggers, Dacoits, Drug Offenders, Goondas, 
Immoral Traffic Offenders and Land Grabbers Act, 1986 (Act No.1 of 1986). After 
following due procedure, Government had approved and confirmed the detention order 
in the reference 2° & 3° read above. 


2. In the reference 4" and 7" read above, Smt. K.Tirupathamma, W/o Late 
K.Chinna Venkataiah, M/o the deteue ie., Kondaraju Rathaiah and Sri Chalam Naresh, 
S/o Chalam Gangaiah, Friend of the detenue ie.,Kondaraju Rathaiah had made a 
representation to the Government and requested to set-aside the detention Order 
passed against her son and his friend , Kondaraju Rathaiah respectively. In the 
reference 5" & 8" read above, the remarks have been called for from the Collector and 
District Magistrate, Tirupathi District, on each contention raised by the petitioners. 


3. In the reference 6" & 9" cited, the Collector and District Magistrate, Tirupathi 
District, has submitted that the detention of Sri Kondaraju Rathaiah, S/o Late K.Chinna 
Venkataiah, Aged 24 years, Kondarajupalli Village, Prakasam District, Andhra Pradesh

Kondaraju Rathaiah against the detention order, has no merits and no truth in the 
contents of the petitioners and the detention of the detenue is essential for 
maintenance of public order. 


4. Government have examined the representations of K.Tirupathamma, W/o Late 
K.Chinna Venkataiah, mother of the detenue and Sri Chalam Naresh, S/o Chalam 
Gangaiah, Friend of the detenue ie., Kondaraju Rathaiah and the report of the Collector 
& District Magistrate, Tirupathi District, under the provisions of the APPD Act, 1986. It is 
observed that the Detenue has committed 5 property offences and one offence under 
NDPS Act within limits of various Police Stations within a span of 2 months and he has 
been habitually committing property offences punishable under Chapter XVII of Indian 
Penal Code and acting in a manner that is prejudicial to the maintenance of Public 
order. The Act 1/1986 provides power to preventive detention of an individual to contain 
his activities which are prejudicial to the maintenance of public order under the following 
circumstances: (a) "acting in any manner prejudicial to the maintenance of public order" 
means when a boot-legger, a dacoit, a drug offender, a goonda, an immoral traffic 
offender, or a land-grabber is engaged or is making preparations for engaging in any of 
his activities as such, which affect adversely or are likely to affect adversely, the 
maintenance of public order. For the purpose of this clause public order shall be 
deemed to have been affected adversely, or shall be deemed likely to be affected 
adversely inter alia, if any of the activities of any of the persons referred to in this clause 
directly, or indirectly, is causing or calculated to cause any harm, danger or alarm or a 
feeling of insecurity among the general public or any section thereof or a grave or 
widespread danger to life or public health. Further, the applicant has availed the 
opportunity and represented before the Advisory Board on Preventive Detentions to put 
her argument/case before the Board.
